THE DEADLY DIRK.

Uur usually quiet town was somewhat disturb- 
edon Saturday night last by the rumor thata 
colored man had been killed at Lietch’s old mill, 
one mile below town, and upon inquiry the ru- 
mor was found to be true. Quite a number of the 
colored population of Eastman and vicinity had 
congregated at a cabin near the place above stat- 
ed,and were engaging in a general Saturday 
night frolic and dance, when a fatal and bloody 
tragedy was enacted. From the evi .ence of eye- 
wituesses who were sworn and testified before 
the coroner's jury of inquest, we gather the fol- 
lowing particulars: While the revelers were en- 
gaged in their frolic, one Andrew Yarbrough, 
colored, a rather notorious character of our town, 
entered the room and stepped upon 
the feet of another colored man 
named Ed. Williams, an employe ata _ tur- 
pentine distillery near by. Williamsreménstrat 
ed with Yarbrough, aud asked himiua kindly 
manner not tostepon his feet, when the latter 
cursed Williams and caught hold of his coatin a 
very threatening manner. Friends interposed 
and separated the two men, and as Ya:brough 
was being pushed away, he drew a dirk and stab- 
bed Williamson the left side of the neck, just 
above the collar-bone. The stabbed magn streger- 
ed backward aud cxclaimed, ‘boys IM ruined!” 
His friends gathered around him,and carried him 
out to the gate, when he sank to the ground and 
died in about five minutes. Yarbrough fled im- 
mediately, and up to the present writing has not 
been arrested. 


DROWNED IN THE OCMULGEE. 


Hawkinsville Dispatch. 

Dub, a young colored man, was drowned in 
the river at the bluff, in Hawkinsville, on Thurs- 
day last. Various reports have been circulated 
regarding the unfortunate occurrence, and after 
the recovery of the body it was reported thata 
gun shot wound was found in the back. Mr. Cal- 
vin P. Brown and Mr. Ben McCall were indirect- 
ly connected with the drowning, aud much has 
been said relative to their connection with it. For 
these reasons we will state the circumstances as 
briefly as possible: Dub, the colored man in 
reference, came here from Perry some 
months since, and worked a month w th Mr. J. J. 
Joiner. Then made a contract with Mr. C. P. 
Brown for the balance of the year. After work- 
ing for Mr. Brown two or three days, Dub eft, 
without permission or provocation, as we are in- 
formed by Mr. Brown. On Thursday last Mr. 
Brown weut down to the hotel of Braxton Lewis 
to find out the cause of Dub’s departure, and if 
possible induce him to return. Dub fled and got 
out ofsight. Mr. Brown followed Dub to the old 
Rock warehouse, when Mr. Ben McCall weut to 
the targe ditch near by tolook for him. Dub had 
gone into the ditch, and on seeing that he 
was discovered he emerged from the ditch where 
it empties into the river near the bluff. At this 
point Dub either fell.or jumped into the river, in 
trying to escape,as he supposed, from his pursuers. 
Nothing more was ever seen of Dubalive. Where 
he disappeared from the bluff the river is about 
fifteen feet in depth, and the current very strong. 
No one was near enough to tell whether be fell 
in or jumped in, or whether he went into the 
wateratall. No person, it seems from the evi 
dence, saw him in the water, and fora while i, 
was hoped that he migh: have eluded those look- 
ing for him, and would ere long turn up all 
right. But this was only a slender hope, for 
it was not generally believed that he had escaped 
with his life. The matter was freely discussed 
on the streets, buf was gradually dying out, when 
on Saturday last it was reported by Mr. Millard 
Smith, who was engaged in fishing some baskets 
and trot lines below town, that he had seen the 
body of a colored man lodged on the west bank of 
the river. The point on the river was accurately 
described, and a-dray and some colored men 
were sent down the river to bring the body to 
town. Thedray soon returned with the body, 
which presented a sickening and ghastly specta- 
cle, and hundreds of colored people assembled to 
look upon the remainsas the dray stopped near 
the jail. The body was taken tothe colored 
people’s cemetery, on the edge of the 
swamp, and there left, exposed forthe prey of 
dogs.and wild animals. This wasa piece of most 
shocking csrelessness Or gross neglectof duty to 
the dead and the living Coroner James Coody 
arrived, and held an inquest about midnight. 
Mr. Pleas. Lovejoy, who was the foreman of the 
jury of inquest, informs us that dogs had attacked 
the corpse and had eaten off the flesh on the face 
until recognition wasimpossible. No witness was 
able totes.ify that the body was that of Dub, the 
colored boy drowned. The jury returned a ver- 
dict simply tothe effect that the deceased had 
come to his death by drowning, name unknown, 
ete. 

A NORWOOD MAN'S OPINION, OF THE CONVICT 

SYSTEM. 


Augusta Chronicle. 

The intent of this pamphlet on the convict sys- 
tem is to impress all readers with the idea that a 
hell on earth has been established in Georgia, 
and that Governor Colquitt is responsible for it. 
We need not repeat that Governor Colquitt is in 
no sense or degree responsible for this system. It 
did not originate in his terms of office, and what 
could be done to alleviate the condition of prison- 
ers has been done. The insidious design is farther 
reaching than the mere implication of Governor 
Colguitt in the existence of the system. It seeks 
to create thé impression that whatever may 
have been the evils of the convict camp 
they now exist, and that Norwood must be 
looked to alone for deliverance. All of this is 
mendacious romance, and,in proof of what we 
Say, let a Norwood man and one too who does not 

favor particularly Senator Brown, epeak. This 
gentle ran has had extensive personal acquain- 
tance with the Dade county coal mines, where se 
many convicts are at work. He is indignant that 
false statements should be made, calculated to 
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i jure notonly the governor of this state, but the 
people of the commonwealth and the democracy 
of the union. With this righteous horror of the 
sinister means employed for that purpose, he de- 
livers his testimony, which we vouch for, as fol- 
lows: The convict camp ia Dade county leased 
by Senator Brown is a model one. No labor- 
ing’ men are unkindly treated there. The 
prisoners are moderately worked and = hu- 
manely cared for. A _ fair task for yood 
lab ris the loading of five sma!) cars, of eighteen 
bushels each, a day. Any coal above that maxi- 
mum task is paid for by the company to the con- 
vict. Some convicts make as much as40or 50 
centsaday. One man has made and now holds 
$0, and there is now to thecreditoi convicts 
the considerable sum of $2,000,ready to be paid on 
demand. A murder convict, Jim Coilins, has 
sent home to his wife at times, as much as $15 in 
one month, and often $10. In 1egar.< to the feel 

ing and generalcare of convicts, our informant 
Says that nothing is left to be desired. They have 
plenty of meat and the finest corn meal and ve- 
getables every day and as much wheat flouras 
they wanton Sunday. There is a first-class corn 
mill in the camp and a garden of over sixty acres 
supply vegetables to about 400 
convicts. They are also abundant- 
ly supplied with fruit, wagon loads of water- 
melons and canteloupes being driven into the 
stockade at the time of refreshment. The con 

victs are never forced to work in a hard rain, and, 
in case of a clrizzle, each man has a big tarpaulin, 
which the company furnishes, to completely pro- 
tect him from being wet. About ‘the poor fel 

lows being forced to grub in the bowels of the 
earth,’ it is answered that there is no hardship in 
itatall, as they seem to prefer work in the exca- 
vations to beiug on the surface. Itis coole and 
pleasanter than working in the sun, and, in win 

ter, more protected from the cold than outside 

They are well cared for by a good physician when 
sick, and never obliged togo out until pronounced 
well. Our informant states that, as to punish 

ments, there have been but two or three flogged 
or disciplined in any way during the past six 
months, which comprise the term of his personal 
observation. No }bossor overs er is allowed to 
strike a convict or to use harsh or profane lan 

guage to him. glect to work or stub- 
born insubordination are reported to the assist 

ant superintendent, who is a most just and con 

siderate man; and any punishment thought 
proper—always moderate—is ordered or adminis 

tered by him. Our Norwood friend declare- 
that the convicts all seemed cheerful and happy 

and that he was never more surprised in 
his life than when he began to look intoand in- 
vestigate the convict camp of Dade county. He 
was struck by the humanity and justice exer- 
cised toward the laborers, about seventy-five of 
whom are white men and the rest colored. Both 
classes are treated exactly alike and the conduct 

toward either could not be improved inany re 
A great ue2l has been said about Cox, 
who killed Alston, being kept out ofthe mines 
and given an ensy place. Our informant states 
that (ox is made to dothe kind of work he is 
most able to p rform, to the utmostextent of his 
capacity. He has of all the 
toois aud picks, of the harness, of sixty mules and 
carts—to keep them in order. He has not a 
moment of idie time, and no laborer works 
harder in his way than ¢ who has been placed 
in this position, not so much to. favor him, but 
because he is more useful in it than in any other. 
He is made to give labor to the company that is 
worth from $50 to $75 per month, as it would cost 
that to employ a man who could fill his place.
